Robinson’s wife who, they said, 
picked up the $50,000 ransom pack- 
age from her father-in-law—the ine 
termediary—in Nashville. Mrs. Rob- 
inson was captured as she accome 
panied Mrs. Stoll from Indianapolis 
to Louisville yesterday in com 
pany with the Rev. E. Arnold Clegg 
and his wife, who is a cousin of 
Stoll, 

Mrs. Stoll was put to bed as soon 
as she arrived at her home last 
She was treated brutally at 
times during her imprisonment., but 
was said by a physician to be ‘in 
fairly good condition. The physi- 
cian would not allow newspaper 
men to question her.

The Frisco Railroad bankruptcy

actions prior to bankruptcy, under 
questioning by attorneys for credi- 


tors. 

Brown told yesterday of his per- 
sonal order for purchasé€ of 183,333 
shares of Rock Island common 
stock for the Frisco at $57 a share 
in December, 1925, and January, 
1926, stock which he said had a 
present market value of about $3 a 
share. 

He described also issuance of $10,- 
000,000 in bonds by the Frisco in 
October, 1930, after which a $4,000,- 
000 excess of current liabilities ove: 
current assets was changed to a 
$6,000,000 excess of current assets 
Over liabilities and directors de- 
clared a full year’s dividend of $2,- 
449,440 on preferred stock for 1931 
and a $1,308,650 common dividend 
for the last quarter of 1930.

As to the Rock Island transac- 
tion, Brown said Speyer & Co. of 
New York agreed to buy 275,000 
shares on condition he recommend 
to the Frisco executive committee 
that the railroad take two-thirds of 
the purchase.

the dividend payments. Net earn-

Attack on Anderson Should Arouse

Stupp Bros. Bridge and Iron Co, 
of St. Louis was low bidder for the 
superstructure, with an offer of 
$329,930. W. A. Ross Construction 
Co. of Kansas City was low for the 
five piers, with a price of $211,187. 
The highest of 13 bids was $722,672 
by the Pittsburgh-Des Moines Steel 
Co. for the entire undertaking. 
Bids will be received later for the 
earth approaches. 

The PWA has made a loan and 
grant aggregating $666,000 to Cam- 
den County for this improvement 
and the State has promised finan- 
cial aid, also.

CITIES ARE URGED 
10 BE LENIENT IN 
HANDLING STRIKES 


D. C. Stone, Chicago, Tells 
Managers ‘‘Heavy-Hand- 
ed Methods Often Cause 
Trouble.” 


More lenient treatment of sirik- 
ers by police and other law-enforce- 
ment officers was advocated by 


Donald C. Stone, director of the 
Public Administration Service of 
Chicago, at the conference of the 
International City Mangers’ Associ- 
ation at Hotel Statler. 

The conference, in session since 
Monday, with about 100 city man- 
agers, officials and political econo- 
mists attending from all parts of 
the United States, will be concluded 
tonight with a banquet at which 
Louis Brownlow, director of the 
Public Administration Clearing 
House of Chicago, will speak. 

“We should not forget that a 
strike is noe of the legitimate in- 
struments of labor in an industrial 
dispute,” said Stone, “and that the 


-|rights of free speech, lawful assem- 


bly and picketing, which are often 
denied, sholud be preserved. It is 
the duty of police officers to pre- 
serve the rights of the strikers, as 
well as to preserve law and order 
and protect the property of the em- 
ployers. 

Tendency to Favor Employers. 
“Too often the police and other 


-lofficials tend to favor the employ- 


er’s side. This is natural, because 
the officials have more contacts 
and more in common with the em- 
ployers. Sometimes company 
guards, such as the coal and iron 
police of Pennsylvania, are used, 
with the result tha tmeasures are 
employed that result in riots and 
blood ‘shed. 
“Concoliatory measures: help in 
reducing and in many cases elimi- 
nating disturbances. We might do 
well to follow the example of Lon- 
don police, who permit persons with 


pent-up emotions in Hyde Park. 
Heavy-handed methods too often 
cause trouble. Leniency and con- 
ciliatory measures should be prac- 
ticed.” 

Conciliatory Methods. 
Several city managers said they 
pursued the policy of attempting to 
bring employers and workers to- 
gether in labor disputes so as to 
avoid strikes. Police officers, they 
said, were instructed to be neutral 
in dealing with strikers and em- 
ployers,. 

Discussions weer also held today 
on the question of reducing munic- 
ipal budgets. Most of the 30 city 
managers who participated in this 
discussion argued that every effort 
should be made to restore the sala- 
ries of municipal employes to levels 
of a few years ago, before reduc- 
tions were made. 

At a luncheon today, reports were 
made on topics discussed at the 
morning sessions today and yester- 
day. The afternoon session includ- 
ed a general discussion of the pro- 
fessional problems of a city mana- 
ger such as his duty toward Boards 
of Aldermen and City Councils in 
matters of public policy. 

Yesterday’s Session. 

The session yesterday afternoon 
to a comprehensive 


portant convention topics—how city 
Managers can best maintain con- 
tacts with the public. Twelve city 
managers read papers on this sub- 
ject and several others discussed it 
from the floor of the convention. 
Most of the managers favored 
two methods of. maintaining con- 
tact with the public—newspaper 
stories and addresses before - civic 
and professional clubs. One mana- 
ger, G. D. Fairtrace of Fort Worth, 
Tex., was of the opinion that cities 
of more than 100,000 population 
should employ publicity directors to 
handle relations between city ad- 
ministrations and the public and 
exercise general supervision over 
news disseminated by department 
heads, 
“Newspaper stories afford the 
best way of maintaining contact with 
the public,” said Fairtrace. “I have 
never had any trouble in getting 
what I want published in the pa- 
pers and sometimes I get a lot of 
things in the papers that I don’t 
want published. I have three City 
Hall reporters acting as my body- 
guards all the time and I can’t 
leave my office without their want- 
ing to know where I am going and 
what I am going to do. 
“The only thing to be avoided in| 
newspaper publicity is that you | 
don’t have too much of it. I al-| 
ways believe it is better to do some-. 
thing and talk about it afterwards, 
but the public is not interested in 
what has happened, but in what is 
going to happen.” 
Addresses Civic Clubs. 
O. M. Mosier, manager of Okla-| 
homa City, Ok., thought frequent 
contacts with civic groups of ad- 
vantage to city managers. 
“I make it a point to appear regu- 
larly at meetings of civic and ser- 
vice clubs and tell them what I am 
doing,” he said. “My department 
heads and I also speak in all schools 
so that the younger generation may 
know what its city government 
means.” 
Bill N. Taylor, manager of Long- 
view, Tex., said: “A city manager's 
usefulness depends on knowing how 
to deal with the human beings that 
make up his conStituency.” 
“You can be the best sewef de- 
signer, the best city planner, the 
most accomplished budget expert in 
the country,” he said, “and unless 
your people like you there is no 
more chance of success than there 


is for a jack rabbit. Join the civic 
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clubs, take an activg interest in the 
Chamber of Commerce and similar 
organizations, keep up friendly con- 
tacts with the citizens and you will 
be a whole lot more useful on your 
job.” 

C. A. Harrell, city manager of 
Binghamton, N. Y¥., agreed with Mo- 
sier that frequent contacts with 
civic groups were the best means of 
keeping thé public informed of mu- 
nicipal affairs. 

Discussing the plan of maintain- 
ing “open house” at the City Hall 
and presenting special exhibits 
showing functions of the municipal 
government, Harold H. Everett of 
Malden, Mass., said the first time 
he tried it a petition was circulated 
for his discharge because “some peo- 
ple thought if I didn’t have any 
more to do than prepare exhibits 
they could do without me.” Since 
that time, he said, the exhibits have 
been better received.

lows Removal of 66 in 
Nineteenth—Grand Jury 
Inquiry Likely. 


Grand jury investigation of the 
work of 102 judges and clerks of 
election, in six precincts of the 
Fifth Ward and 11 precincts of the 
Nineteenth Ward, is expected t® 
follow the action of the Election 
Board, which suspended 36 Fifth 
Ward officials yesterday, and 66 
from the Nineteenth Ward last Fri- 
day. 

The suspended election officials 
are equally divided as to party des- 
ignation, 51 having been appointed 
as Republicans and 51as Democrats. 
They were suspended because of 
facts which have developed in the 
contests brought for the Republic- 
an nominations for Justice of the 
Peace and Constable in the Fifth 
Justice Court District. 

Chairman Waechter of the Elec- 
tion Board, announcing the suspen- 
sion of the 36 Fifth Ward judges 
and clerks yesterday, said the board 
was informed that in each of the 
six precincts where they served, the 
count of ballots made by the elec- 
tion officials did not agree with the 
number of ballots actually found in 
the boxes. In one precinct, he said, 
the count exceeded the number of 
ballots by 50. 

Says Orders Were Ignored. 

“The board felt certain, from the 
information it has received,” the 
chairman said, “that the officials 
in these precincts violated the law 
and their written instructions. It is 
the duty of the judges and clerks of 
both parties to participate in the 
count of all ballots. Instead of 
obeying this rule, the Republicans 
counted Republican votes, and the 
Democrats the Democratic votes, in 
these precincts. 

“Any one of the suspended offi- 
cials who wishes a hearing before 
the board can have it. But none 
| of them will serve at the coming 
election. The board will appoint 
judges and clerks in their places, 
without the recommendation of the 
ward committee members, and in 
part will draft persons from other 
wards.” 

Waechter said that 23 of the 36 
officials suspended yesterday were 
app nted by the previous Election 
Board, of which Miss Emma Bobb, 
Republican, was chairman. Those 
suspended were the judges and 
clerks of precincts 3, 6, 8, 9, 10 and 


13 of the Fifth Ward. 
Whi the Fifth district justice- 
constable contest was having 


abundant effect in the shake-up of 
election officials, the financial base 
of the contest itself appeared to be 
shaky. Circuit Judge Ryan, under 
whose order the recount has been 
made, said yesterday that unless 
additional and satisfactory bond 
was provided for the costs of the 
contest, he would be obliged to dis- 
miss the case. 


Ballot Deadline. 

The contest, filed by defeated 
candidates for Republican nomina- 
tions, Maurice J. Gordon for Justice 
and Jeff Covington, Negro, for Con- 
stable, may continue past the time 
set for making up the official] bal- 
lot, which is Saturday. In that 
case, there is a question whether 
the Election Board could print the 
names of Republican candidates 
for the two offices in the Fifth 
District on the ballot. With no Re- 
publican names printed, the Demo- 
cratic candidates would have an ad- 
vantage. Two Justices and two 
Constables are to be elected in the 


Fifth District, which includes 11 
precincts each of the Fifth and 
Nineteenth Wards, one of. the 


Fourth and one of the Twentieth. 

Gordon’s attorney, Peter T. Bar- 
rett, yesterday got a court order 
permitting him to copy poll book 
numbers and names, the purpose 
being to summon and question vot- 
ers recorded as voting for the nom- 
inees for Justice, G. M. Allen and 
Justice Harry C. Meyers. Barrett 
contends that many ballots were 
changed after being marked by vot- 
ers, or were marked by the elec- 
tion. officials contrary to voters’ in- 
structions. The law permits illit- 
erate or confused voters to have 
help from the officials in prepar- 
ing their ballots. 


Negro Who Withdrew Contest Gets 
Seat on City Committee. 

The Republican City Committee 
yesterday ratified the arrangement 
by which Samuel J. Lane, Negro, 
who withdrew his suit contesting 
the nomination of Republican can- 
didates for Constable in the \Fifth 
Court district, receives the position 
of committeeman for. the 
teenth Ward. 

Justice of the Peace Harry C. 
Meyers, one of the two nominess 
for Justice in the district, whose 
nomination is being contested, re- 
signed from the committee to make 
room for Lane.. Meyers’ explana- 
tion was that the Negroes of the 
ward were entitled to committee 
representation. The precinct or- 
ganization of the ward asked that 
Lane be named to the committee. 

The committee accepted Meyers’ 
resignation, and voted 31 to 2 to 
elect Lane as his successor, four of 
the 37 present not voting. 

A committee of 10 Negroes, rep- 
resenting “the Fifth District Repub- 
lican Club, 2731 Delmar boulevard,” 
called on the committee and pre- 
sented*a resolution asking that the 
committee “take immediate steps 
to remove the beneficiaries of this 
fraud, namely Meyers and Allen for | 
Justices, Roth and Dorsey for Con- 
stables, from the Republican ticket, 


ine- 


represent the true choice of the 
people of the district.” The pre- 
liminary part of the resolution 
stated that “unprecedented fraud” 
had caused Negro voters to feel that 
“there is no need to waste time in 
voting, since their votes are not 
counted as cast.” 

The Delmar boulevard address 
given for the club is also the ad- 
dress of Walter Lowe, Negro can- 
didate for Justice, whose vote has 
been largely increased in the re- 
count, though he was not a party 
to the contest. 

Chairman Pape said he would 
call a meeting of the committee 
members from the Fourth, Fifth, 
Nineteenth and Twentieth Wards, 
parts of which compose the Fifth 
District, to consider the matter. 


Congressional Nominee Killed. 


ROCKFORD, Ill, Oct. 17.— 
Orestes H. Wright, 59 years old, of 
Freeport, Democratic nominee for 
Congress from the Thirteenth Il- 
linois District, died at a hospital 
yesterday of a skull fracture and 
other injuries suffered Friday in 
an automobile collision.

FAILS 10 FIND NEGROES 


Sheriff's Son-in-law Lets Group 
Hunt for Three Slayers, 
Moved Elsewhere. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SIKESTON, Mo., Oct. 17.—About 
150 persons from Sikeston, More- 
house and New Madrid surrounded 
the New Madrid County courthouse 
and jail at New Madrid last night 
and demanded the release of the 
three Negroes who last Friday con- 
fessed the robbery and murder of 
Dave Martin of Sikeston. 

Leman Schuette, New Madrid 
high school instructor and son-in- 
law of Sheriff Sam Harris, was in 
charge of the jail in the Sheriff's 
absence. He allowed two groups of 
four men and three men to search 
the jail. The mob, satisfied that 
the Negroes were not there, left 
the vicinity of the jail and later 
dispersed. - 

The three: Negroes, Lucien Giv- 
ens and Clarence Hunter of Sikes- 
ton and James Harrington who 
lives two miles south of Sikeston, 
had been moved from the New 
Madrid jail to an unannounced 
jail. It is thought that they were 
moved to the new penthouse jail 
atop the Butler County courthouse 
at Poplar Bluff.

3,000,000 Unemployed Even If 


Balinese Were as Good as in 1929 


J. S. Labor Statistician, Making Report, Says 
Only Hope for Them Is in CCC and 
Kindred Activities. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Isador 
Lubin, Commissioner of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, reports that on 
the basis of May figures (which 
have not been changed materially) 
there are 3,000,000 persons qualified 
to hold jobs who would be unable 
to obtain them, even if business 
were as good as it was in 1929. 
Lubin accepts the general as- 
sumption that two and one-half per- 
sons are dependent on each work- 
er. Applying that ratio to the 3, 
000,000 permanently denied employ- 
ment, he lists 7,500,000 dependents 
,and a total of 10,500,000 persons def- 
initely on a relief list in the United 
‘States unless some action ..taken to 
open new fields of employment. 

Durable goods industries, that is, 
factories engaged in making iron 
and steel products, tools, lighting 
equipment, cement and other mate- 
rials needed for construction or for 
manufacture of goods in consumers’ 
good industries, are said to have 
re-employed about 1,000,000 work- 
ers, but still have 1,500,000 fewer 
employes than in 1929 it is estimat- 
ed. 


Figures on Unemployment. 

Lubin’s figures show that in addi- 
tion to the 3,000,000 workers perma- 
nently displaced, those who will be 
denied employment unless business 
returns to the 1929 tevel comprise: 
Durable goods, 1,500,000; railways, 
(670,000; wholesale and retail trade, 
(650,000; consumers’ goods, 400,000; 
mining and crude petroleum, 300,- 
000; telephone and telegraph, 160,- 
000.

The Treasury’s call of $1,870,000,000 in Fourth Lib- 
‘erty Loan bonds for exchange or redemption next 
April 15 continues its praiseworthy policy of refund- 
ing the high-rate public debt on a lower interest 
basis. 
How much interest will be saved by the conversion 


—those whose serial numbers end in the digits 5, 6 
|}and 7—will not be known until next spring, when the 
‘condition of the money market sets the interest rate 
on the new bonds.

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ST. LOUIS AND THE CITY MANAGERS. 

About 10 days ago, we urged residents of St. Louis 
and the surrounding urban communities to pay close 
attention to the meeting of the International City 
Managers’ Association. Now that some 100 or more 
members of this new profession of specialists in ad- 
ministering municipal affairs are in session in the 
city, this is advice that will bear repeating. 

For it can be said without fear of contradiction 
that in the United States today there is no develop- 
ment which is doing more than the rise of the city 
manager plan to adapt municipal government to the 
needs and capacities of those who live and work in 
cities. The proof of the pudding is in the eating. 
After 20 years—the city manager system got its real 
start in Dayton, O., in 1914, following that city’s 
tragic flood—there are now some 450 communities 
utilizing this form of city government. In these two 
decades, only 18 cities have abandoned it. 

This means simply that, by and large, communities 
which have once experienced management of their 
public affairs by trained, non-political administra- 
tors have no desire to go back to the old and costly 
methods. As City Manager Dykstra of Cincinnati 
said in his keynote address, the complexity of urban 
life causes city dwellers to make more and more de- 
mands on government. This is the opportunity which 
the city manager plan is facing and in which it is 
making good. 

We should be the last to minimize the fine ac- 
complishments of St. Louis in the field of municipal 
affairs in recent years, but when all credit is given, 
the fact remains that this community has much to 
learn from a plan of city government predicated en- 
tirely on bringing trained professional experience to 
the city hall. 
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GREEK TRAGEDY. 

One of the most dramatic labor disputes in history 
was ended when 1200 coal miners at Pecs, Hungary, 
emerged from their black pit after 110 hours with- 
out food or water. The men, striking for higher 
wages and more work, sent word that they preferred 
death to surrender, held captive emissaries sent to 
placate them and threatened to kill a member of 
Parliament who went down the shaft in an effort to 
mediate the dispute. When he returned, he painted 
a terrible picture of conditions in the mine. Some 
of the men were unconscious; others were raving 
mad: their tongues were swollen; they made noises 
like tortured animals. 

Finally, the main terms of the men were met and 
they gave up what was described as a determination 
to commit mass suicide. It is impossible not to be 
profoundly moved by’ this incident, which contained 
the elements of the horror and sublimity of Greek 
tragedy. Aeschylus or Euripides might have put it 
into deathless verse. Zola would have recorded it 
‘in flaming prose. The world is indeed fortunate that 
it did not proceed to its ultimate conclusion.

Under the heading, “Another Great Service by a 
Newspaper,” the Granite City Press-Record editorial- 
ly says: 

Conviction of Angelo Rosegrant as one of the 
kidnapers of Dr. Kelley is a triumph of the law 
for which the St. Louis Post-Dispatch deserves 
great credit. 

The editorial then recalls the part played by the 
Post-Dispatch in the Judge English impeachment 
case—a case which saw “the public conscience awak- 
ened and-_quickened’—and continues: 


In the matter of the Kelley kidnaping, a band 
of gangsters had intrenched pérmanently and 
brazenly. They robbed, kidnaped and even mur- 


dered with impunity. They established political 
ramifications that were influential and powerful. 
Their effrontery could hardly be measured by an 
ordinary imagination. The band constituted a 
major menace and the entire St. Louis area was 
terrorized. The officials were impotent and in- 
effectual or worse, and the unprotected public 
was powerless to protect itself because there was 
no general to lead outraged public opinion. 


The editorial tells of the kidnaping and release 
of Dr. Kelley and the effort of the Post-Dispatch to 
obtain the evidence that would bring his abductors 
to justice.

HE arms inquiry at Washington has 
T been one of the most courageous acts of 

the Roosevelt administration; no other 
country has ever yet dared to attempt any- 
thing of the kind. 

The munitions makers are 
(“Government of the country? 
Government of the country,” 
Shaw’s Undershaft.) They make and sell 
in a convenient and agreeable twilight. 
They have useful links with the fighting 
services, government officials, embassy at- 
taches, important personages. They make 
public opinion in some lands through the 
control of a sycophantic press, while in 
others the press is often sycophantie even 
where it is not controlled. Anything to 
their discredit must affect the interests of 
large numbers of persons, both in cash and 
in, prestige, and that in grades of society 
far removed from their own board-rooms. 

It is therefore easily seen that in daring 
to lay rude hands on her own arms mer- 
chants’ private papers and even to summon 
some of them as witnesses to tLis inquiry 
the United States has taken on a full-time 
job.

That is not to say that this inquiry has 
been an entirely good one. There seem to 
have been far too many random and unex- 
amined charges against individuals. Nor 
has the ruling atmosphere of sensational- 
ism altogether made for the discovery of 
the exact truth. 

If we follow the American example and 
hold a similar inquiry here—and the de- 
mand for one is not going to grow less— 
we may prefer that it should be taken not 
by legislators but before one of his majes- 
ty’s Judges, possibly sitting with assessors, 
or at least before some equally judicial tri- 
bunal, trained to pay strict regard to the 
laws of evidence and to concentrate on the 
vital and relevant points. But it will cer- 
tainly have to be as candid and as public 
as the inquiry in the United States. 

When all allowances have been made for 
eager Senators and a public craving for a 
“front-page story,” sufficient first-hand evi- 
dence has emerged from the research into 
the munition makers’ files to discredit any 
business that conducted itself on such lines. 
It would discredit sellers of butter and 
cheese. 

There may exist armament firms who do 
not pay “commissions,” who do not bring 
discreet pressure to bear on government de- 
partments, who do not employ gentlemen 
with enigmatic pasts to get their orders, but 
the United States seems to have no large 
stock of them. And is she such a uniquely 
wicked country? 

Why, if the charges at Washington were 
“all lies,” has Chile banned American or- 
ders, Brazil canceled contracts running into 
many hundreds of thousands, Mexico issued 
a pained protest at such shocking insinua- 
tions of corruption, China and Argentina 
opened inquiries into the conduct of their 
officials”? 

If the Washington investigation has not 
provided a prima-facie case for the inves- 


tigation and control of the arms industry 
everywhere, we must live in a curiously vir- 
tuous world and one which is intermittent- 
ly unscrupulous only along the North Amer- 
ican seaboard. The: evidence belies any 
such hope, though naturally it is most con- 
vincing for the United States herself. 

We are told of a chief of a great sub- 
marine-building firm who wrote that, as 
a matter of common knowledge, “the real 
foundation of all South American business 
is graft,” and that in drawing up esti- 
mates one should not be “too modest,” as 
“something extra is always needed to grease 
the ways.” We hear of another official who 
is alleged to have reported to his superiors 
that “our legislative efforts” (which he ex- 
plained in detail) in the Washington lob- 
bies “have borne fruit,” and that with the 
“good will and friendly attitude” of the 
“Shipping Board and-.the Treasury Depart- 
ment” he was looking forward to “less sales 
resistance and pleasant hours free from 
the past worries and cares.” 

The high-water mark of eynical dis- 
closure was probably reached in the rela- 
tions shown to have existed between Unit- 
ed States Government departments and 
manufacturers. A letter is said to have 
been sent from the War Department to a 
small-arms maker positively encouraging 
him to go ahead and sell to foreign Powers 
as many of the latest American armaments 
as he could. In fact, he was told he would 
only be allowed to sell at all if he managed 
to sell a lot; otherwise America would be 
giving away her “secrets” for no commer- 
cial advantage.

We have no reason to believe that this 
iniquitous system is confined to the United 
States. British aircraft manufacturers are 
today selling to tens of countries military 
airplanes which only by a fractional mar- 
gin are inferior to those on the “secret 
list” of the Royal Air Force. - This policy, 
this permitted and even encouraged flood- 
ing of the rest of the world with the latest 
armaments, is called “keeping up the war 
potential.” Artificially stimulated factories 
are by that means supposed to be readier 
for the war that is coming. 

On this count alone, the system of pri- 
vate manufacture is an evil thing. But, in 
addition, the evidence of corruption or 
quasi-corruption in the world’s munitions 
trade is not negligible. Why otherwise 
should the ordinary, decent human being 
experience an intense revulsion at these dis- 
closures? He would not feel it with any 
other trade. 

It is true, indeed, that the methods of 
few businesses of any sort can claim to 
have been always and everywhere immacu- 
late. But the arms trade is unique in char- 
acter and consequences. In a world which 
knows what it means to our present and 
our future, even the remote chance of such 
things is no longer to be borne.

EISNER is one of those who 

thinks :that the next heavy- 
weight fight ought to be between 
Schmeling and Carnera. 

“You know I have always be- 
lieved that Max would beat the 
Man Mountain, by getting in 
close. Max can hit hard and he 
would be out of reach of Carnera’s 
left hand. 

“Tl saw pictures of the Baer-

When Sportsman's Park, at Cic- 
ero, Ill., near Chicago, was rebuilt 
from a dog track into a half-mile 
horse ‘racing plant by Eddie 
O'Hare of St. Louis, there were 
many who forecast a short and 
not a very merry life for it. 

But here it is, still with us aft- 
er three years, and breezing along 
with good prospects of being 
about the only race course in the 
Chicago district the officials of 
which are not wearing long faces. 

The big tracks gf Chicago took 
one on the chin, or else had very 
narrow escapes from the “red,” 
according to unofficial advices. 
But Sportsman's. Park, coming 
after the field had seemingly been, 
harvested and gleaned through 
several months of racing, is en- 
joying a really prosperous sea- 
son. 

Last week, the betting handle 
at this miniature plant started 
out with $104,000 on Monday and 
steadily mounted during the week 
until it showed $146,000 on Fri- 
day and on Saturday handled 
$206,000. In these times of too 
much racing and too little spend- 
ing money, that sum rivals the 


“handle” at major tracks, in 
many sections of the country.

Racing Is Formful. 


HE popularity of the course 

seems to show that racing on 
a half-mile track suffers no hand- 
icap in the eyes of the public as 
compared to regulation racing 
plants. 

As regards the form of the rac- 
ers, the first year Sportsman’s 
Park opened its fall meeting 
showed the highest percentage of 
winning favorites of any race 
track in the district. 

Observers say that one of the 
big attractions for persons who 
like to view races as well as 
wager on them, is the superior 
visibility, the racers being within 
easy view throughout all events, 
no matter what their length. 


The fear that accidents due to 
sharp turns would mar the com- 
petition and result in more in- 
juries to horses and riders also 
failed to develop, although during 
one mudlark period there were 


several spills.

The “merry-go-round” epithet is 
largely derived from county-fair 
racing, where many of the courses 
are half-mile and none too well 
maintained. The quality of the 
horses there is also usually below 
par. Sometimes the supervision 
is only casual. 

Sportsman’s Park, having set 
out to show racing fans that a 
half-mile track could achieve both 
an artistic and financial success, 
seems to have reached its goal.

Calories Which 
Food Contains 

A Close Watch on Diet Is 


Necessary in Efforts to 


Reduce. 
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By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 
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HE gubstance of what I have 
T been saying this week is the 
simple statement that people 


are fat because they eat too much. 
Exactly how are you going to re- 
duce because you eat too much? 

To reduce, calculate your ideal 
weight by multiplying the number 
of inches over 5 feet by 5% and 
adding 110. (If you are 5 feet 7 
inches without shoes, multiply 7 by 
5%, equals 38%, add 110. Your 
ideal weight is 148%). 

Your diet should contain 15 cal- 
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ories per day per pound of your 
ideal weight. During the first 
weeks of reducing it is probably 


better to calculate 10 calories 
pound of your ideal weight. 
Fattening foods are butter, 
cream, fat meats, fried foods, oil 
(such as olive oil), nuts, ice cream 
and pastries. 
Thinning foods: The three foods 
which are pre-eminently thinning 
in the sense that they contain very 
few calories in proportion to their 
bulk and, therefore, satisfy the ap- 
petite without adding to weight, 
are grapefruit, watermelon and 
bananas. 
Other thinning foods are 5 per 
cent green vegetables (that is to 
say, they contain 5 per cent of car- 
bohydrate) and they are lettuce, 
cucumbers, spinach, rhubarb, en- 
dive, marrow, sorrel, sauerkraut, 
celery, tomatoes, watercress, cauli- 
flower, eggplant, cabbage, radishes 
and stringbeans. 
Theseasiest way to calculate 
foods is in 100 calorie portions. Be- 
low are some common foods with 
the amount which contains 100 cal- 
ories: 
Breakfast foods: Two heaping 
tablespoons of farina, wheathearts, 
hominy; one small cup of cooked 
oatmeal; one shredded wheat bis- 
cuit. 
Fruits: One apple, banana, one- 
fourth cantaloupe, small bunch of 
grapes, average sized orange. 
Bread: One slice, 3x4x™% inch. 
Vegetables: Asparagus, 20 stalks; 
beets, six heaping tablespoons; lima
